BEAK ABMIBAli THATCHER. 


The late Bear Admiral Henry Knox 


Thatcher, who died 
in Boston 
last 


week at the age of 74 years, came from a 
patriotic stock. He-nas the grandson of 
Major General Henry Knox, the bosom 
friend of Washington, and one of the dis- 
tinguished Generals of the Revolution. He 
was born in Warren on the estate of his 
grandfather, in 1S06. He was appointed 
Midshipman March 4, 1S23, and was as- 
signed to the frigate United States, under 
Commander Isaac Hull, in which ship he 
remained until 1827. He was promoted to 
Passed Midshipman March 23, 1S29, and 
-serred as acting Master of the schooner 
Porpoise and the sloop-of-war Erie, belong- 
ing to the West India Squadron o£ Com- 
mander J. D. Elliot, from 1S29 to 1831. He 
received his commission as Lieutenant 
February 2S, 1833, and served at'various 
stations with credit until 1S55, in which 
year he was made Commander. While in 
the sloop-of-war Constellation, in the Med- 
iterranean, in 1863, he was made a Com- 
modore, and ordered home to take com- 
mand of the steam frigate Colorado and a 
division of the Southern blockade. In the 
attacks on Fort Fisher and dependencies, 
he took a part and commanded a portion 
of Porter's squadron in the final attack 
and capture of tht astrongboJd. He sub- 
sequently took command of the West 
Gulf Squadron as Acting Bear Admiral, 
and at

time 
co-operated with 


the land forces of Major General Canby 
in operations upon the coast of Texas 
and for the capture of Mobile. Forts Alexis 
and Spanish Fort, and the mouth of Mo-^ 
bile bay, after a vigorous bombardmetffby 
the flect,were carried by storm by (the land 
forces on the night of April 0, lS65r-l?prts 
Tracy and Huger held out until the |lth, 
when their garrisons stole away in' the 
night. On the following day the city ca- 
pitulated. The Confederate naval forces, 
under Mas Officer Ebenezer Farrand, con- 
sisting of the iron-clad Nashville, gunboat 
Morgan, the JBaltic, (an iron-clad ram,) 
the steamer Black Warrior, and the rams 


- Tusealoosa and Huntsville,took refuge in 


the Tombigbee Eiver, north of Mobile 
Bay, where they were snbseqnentJy sur- 
rendered to the officers of Admiral Thatch- 
er. We have before us the Admiral's or- 
der assigning the vessel commanded by 
the writer to accompany Fleet Captain 
Simpson to Nannahutta Bluff, where the 


_x rebel fleet surrendered. After this event 


tiie Admiral at once prepared to visit the 
Texas coast, but before his forces could 
move all the forts along that coast had 
been surrendered. In May, 1SGO, Commo- 
dore Thatcher was relieved from the Gulf 
aud placed in command of the Kortb Pa- 
cilio Squadron, until August, 1SOS. His 
commission as Hear Admiral bears date of 
July 25, 1806. He was stationed at Ports- 
month, N. H., as Port Admiral from 1SOO 
to 1871. The veteran, after a long and ac- 
tive service, was retired in 18CS. 


AGAIHST A IHIED TESM.

If there is a Grant stronghold in Mas- 


sachusetts, Boston is clearly enough not 
the place. Of its 232 delegates to the State 
Convention, chosen last week, only six or 
eight are in favor of a third term. Th s 
is a most -significant revelation, when it is 
remembered.that two of the Republican 
newspapers in Boston, the Advertiser and 
the 
Tiaveller have openly advocated 


Grant's renomination, and the third, the 
Journal, has been favorably inclined in the 
same direction. It is claimed that the 
primaries in Boston are as much a repre- 
sentative of popular sentiment as the rural 
twon meetings,since they are less controll- 
ed by party managers than the primaries in 
other large cities. This being the case, it 
is easy to imagine the consternation of the 
four ex-Governors who put outrthat Third 
Term manifesto! Their following secmd" 
to be compactly^conefjntrated under their 
own coat-tails. 


It is evident that nearly all the encour- 


agement which the third term movement 
will get from Staic conventions from now 
till the" Illinois Convention meets on May 19 
will come from the South. All the North- 
ern States are certain to elect delegations 
whose majorities will be anti-Grant. The 
Iowa Republicans will meet on Wednesday 
and elect an almost or quite unanimous 
Blame delegation. 
The Massachusetts 


Republicans, on Thursday, will elect an un- 
pledged delegation, made up of Edmunds, 
Blaine, Sherman*, Grant and Washburne 
delegates. On April 21, the Oregon Re- 
publicans will choose what is promised to 
be a Blaine delegation. The Ohio Repub- 
licans meet on the 28th, and there are no 
signs that they will elect a single Grant 
delegate. 
On the 20th, California will 


fall in with a solid Blaine delegation. New 
Hampshire comes next, on May 6, aolid 
for Blaine. On May 7th Wisconsin will 
elect a delegation divided between Blaine, 
Washburne and Sherman. Nevada elects 
on May 11, and Michigan and West Vir- 
ginia on May 12, and all are promised to 
be solid for B!alno. To offset this adverse 
column, the third termers will get solid 
delegations from Kentucky and Missouri 
on Wednesday next, and partial delega- 
tions from Virginia on April 21, Arkansas 
and South Carolina on April 23, Tennessee 
and Mississippi May 5, and Florida May 
12.
